REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT 
OF  SCHOOLS 

To  the  School  Board  and  the  Citizens  of 
Hampstead : 

It  is  with  pleasure  that  I  present  my  annual  report 
aH  Superintendent  of  Schools.  Included  in  this,  report 
is  the  school  organization  for  11335-1 936  and  reports  by 
the  Headmaster  of  the  High  School,  the  Music  Si*p?r- 
visor  and  the  School  Nurse. 

There  has  been  one  change  in  the  teaching  staff 
since  my  last  report.  Mr.  John  Frye  resignedi  his  posi- 
tion as  assistant  at  the  High  School,  and  Mr.  Laurence 
Cornwell  was  appointed  to  fill  the  vac£:ncy. 

There  were  178  pupils  enrolled  last  year  which  was 
15  less  than  during  the  previous  year.  Our  record  of 
attendance  is  highly  commendable.  The  attendance 
averaged  95.5%  of  the  membership.  The  average  for 
the  state  was  94.66%.  Seventeen  pupils  graduated 
from  the  eighth  grade  and  sixteen  of  these  entered 
high  school.  The  Sons  of  the  American  Revolution 
Medal  was  awarded  to  Doris  Clark. 

November  11-15  was  observed  as  National  Education 
Week  in  our  schools.  In  observance  of  this  week  invi- 
tations were  extended  to  parents  to  visit  the  schools. 
The  response  was  excellent. 

Clubs  can  be  used  to  good  advantage  in  school.  A 
beginning  has  been  made  in  this  direction.  In  grades 
one  and  two  there  has  been  organized  a  Happy  Help- 
ers' Club  as  well  as  a  Puppet  Theatre.  Grades  three 
and  four  have  a  Sewing  Club  for  girls  and  a  Carpenter's 
Chib  for  the  boys.  A  Readers'  Club  has  been  organized 
in  grades  five  and  six.  Mention  has  been  made  of  these 
activities  not  only  because  of  their  educational  vahieft 
but  because  thev  encourage  worthwhile  use  of  leisure 
tnne  outside  of  school. 
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The  local  Parent-Teachers'  Association  is  a  very 
gi'eat  help  to  the  school  both  as  a  contributing  agency 
to  meet  the  needs  of  the  cliiildren,  and  as  a  medium  for 
interpreting  school  activities  to  the  public.  The  follow- 
ing are  some  of  the  things  the  Association  has  given 
during  the  past  year:  first  aid  materials,  electric  plate, 
costumes  for  Rhvthm  Band,  Child  Life  Magazine,  milk 
for  undernourished  children,  sponsored  sei'ving  of 
cocoa  in  schools,  dental  cHnic,  and  dancing  class.  Indi- 
vidual members  have  furnished  clothing  for  children  in 
need.    We  gi-eatly  appreciate  all  this  assistance. 

The  report  of  the  Headmaster  will  furnish  a  detailed 
account  of  the  activities  of  the  Hampstead  High  School. 
I  am  pleased,  however,  to  speak  of  the  splendid!  work 
of  the  school.  The  teachers  are  giving  their  best  to  the 
young  people.  The  school  is  wisely  progressive.  Morale 
and  conduct  are  veiy  good. 

Last  Spring  a  new  method  of  teaching  penmanship 
was  introduced.  Letter  forms,  slant  and  arm  move- 
ment are  about  the  same  as  in  the  former  method.  The 
feature  of  the  new  plan  is  that  instruction  becomes  in- 
dividual instead  of  group.  The  practice  work  is  design- 
ed to  remedy  more  effectively  the  defects  in  the  pen- 
manship of  the  individual.  After  a  word,  sentence,  or 
paragraph  has  been  copied  from  the  model,  it  is  analyz- 
ed by  the  teacher  for  defects.  Then  each  child  workls 
to  improve  his  writing  by  overcoming  the  difficulty. 
There  are  awards  in  the  form  of  badges  for  those  chil- 
dren that  reach  the  standards  set  up  for  each  grade. 

Good  teachers  are  the  first  requirements  for  effective 
work  in  education,  but  regardless  of  the  experience  and 
standards  of  the  teaching  staff,  close  and  efficient 
supervision  is  required  to  secure  satisfactory  results* 
In  supervision,  the  chief  function  is  to  further  the 
child's  learning  and  growth.  More  recent  thinking  in 
the  field  of  education    has  been  directed  toward    the 
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bettering  of  conditions  which  affect  learning.  Visiting 
and  conferring  with  teachers  is  important;  but  this  is 
not  all.  The  selection  of  subject  matter,  supplies  and 
equipment,  the  scientific  study  of  teaching  problem,  the 
development  and  maintenance  of  professional  spirit  and 
morale  are  very  essential. 

The  policy  of  the  School  Board  in  liberally  supplying 
.eiquipment,  supplies  and  text  books  is  commendable. 
The  materials  of  instruction  are  thus  kept  up  to  date. 

There  is  good  progress  in  the  work  of  all  our  schools. 
The  fundamentals  are  being  adequately  stressed.  To 
aid  in  directing  instruction  ih  the  fundamentals,  Stand- 
ardized tests  are  given  each  year.  Thus  we  are  able  to 
determine  the  standing  of  each  class  and  individual  a» 
compared  with  others  in  the  same  grade  elsewhere. 
These  tests  have  another  valuable  function — ^to  deter-' 
mine  the  points  of  weakness  in  each  pupil's  preparation, 
and  thus  to  guide  the  teachers  in  providing  drill  where 
most  needed.  Many  progressive  tendencies  prevail. 
The  pupils  are  developing  responsibility,  co-operation, 
service  and  other  character  points  through  school  room 
activities.  Individual  differences  are  cared  for.  Creat- 
ive experiences  in  art,  dramatics,  music.  English  ex- 
pression and  other  fields  are  fostered. 

Much  space  might  be  taken  here  in  stating  the  pro- 
gress the  schools  are  making.  An  occasional  visit  of 
an  hour  or  more  and  a  conference  with  the  teacher  at 
the  end  of  the  day  will  be  far  more  satisfactory  to 
parents  and  to  others  who  are  interested,  than  to  read 
about  school  activities.  Hampstead  children  are  ajt 
work  at  least  175  days  in  the  year,  and  both  Teachers 
and  Superintendent  are  only  too  glad  for  the  towns- 
people to  get  better  acquainted  first  hand  with  the 
things  they  are  doing. 

In  conclusion.  T  wish  again  to  exprolf^s  my  apprecia- 
tion to  the  teachers  and  pupils,  to  the  School  Bonrl  and 
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to  the  parents  and  patrons  of  our  schools  for  the  loyal- 
ty and  cooperation  which  has  contributed  so  much  to 
the  children's  progress.

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The  above  report  is  somewhat  misleading  as  it  mere- 
ly gives  the  nmiiber  enrolled  in  the  curricula.  The 
courses  of  one  curriculum  may  be  elective  in  anothep 
so  classes  as  a  result  gain  in  membership.  Only  two  girls 
are  taking  the  home  economics  curriculum  but  practi- 
cally every  girl  has  one  or  more  courses  before  she 
graduates.  We  have  a  class  of  twelve  taking  "Foods 
and  Nutrition"  at  present  and  the  same  number  taking 
"The  Family  and  Its  Members".  Thus  67%  of  the  girls 
in  high  school  are  having  home  economics. 

The  same  situation  exists  in  the  commercial  curricu- 
lum. We  have  a  class  of  twenty-two  taking  "Junior 
Business  Training,"  ten  taking  commercial  geography 
and  nine  taking  bookkeeping. 

The  above  data  is  based  on  the  registration  of  the 
present  school  year.  The  enrollment  in  the  High  School 
has  increased  during  the  past  six  years  35.6%.  The 
building  is  now  practically  filled  to  capacity  so  there  is 
every  indication  that  within  a  few  years  adctitional 
room  will  be  necessary  if  the  increase  in  membership 
continues. 

Graduates  of  Hampstead  High  School  achieve  credit- 
able success  in  higher  institutions.  At  the  present  time 
there  are  nine  students  attending  other  schools.  A  letter 
congratulating  the  High  School  on  the  fine  scholastic 
standing  of  Charles  Palmer,  a  graduate  student  at 
Massachusetts  Institute  of  Technology,  was  received 
early  in  the  school  year. 

Several  improvements  have  been  made  in  equipment. 
A  gift  of  money  from  the  class  of  1935  made  a  new  bell 
system  possible.  The  money  received  from  the  operetta 
was  used  for  a  new  radio,  for  lights  and  a|  switch  iiii 
the  Manual  Arts  shop  and  for  books  which  fonn  the| 
nucleus  of  a  very  necessary  school  library. 

Both  Mr.  Fryo  and  Mr.  Corn  well  have  provided  power 
machinery  at  their  own  expense  for  the  Manual  Arts 
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shop.     The  accoiinjlijlnnents  in  all  practical  arts  have 
been  as  follows:

In  November  cf  this  year  the  Foods  class,  directed  by 
Miss  Simonds,' assisted  in  preparing  and  serving  a 
luncheon  to  about  seventy-five  people  at  a  Piscataqua 
district  Parent-Teacher  meeting.  This  class  is  also 
serving  cocoa  at  noon  to  both  schools. 

The  social  activities  of  the  school  during  the  year 
have  been  about  as  usual,  including  the  amiual  operetta 
"Sailor  Maids"  directed  by  Mrs.  Thompson,  the  senior 
play,  "At  the  Sign,  of  the  Pewter  Jug",  the  junior  prom, 
home  economics  parties  and  socialst  following  basket- 
ball games. 

Practically  all  pupils  participate  in  some  form  of 
athletics.  The  usual  baseball  schedule  was  carried  on 
and  at  the  present  time  40%  of  the  pupils  take  part  in 
basketball  practice.  This  percentage  is  lowered  because 
many  pupils  live  far  from  school.  Organized,  direlcted 
exercises  are  held  at  recess  and  junior  high  pupils  have 
one  period  a  week  at  gymnasium  work.  The  recess  and 
noon  periods,  as  a  rule,  have  been  usdd  for  pitching 
horse  shoes,  playing  checkers  or  ping  pong  and  for 
organized  sports. 

It  is  only  through  cooperating  and  through  taking 
responsibihty  that  the  qualities  of  cooperation  and  re- 


sponsibility  are  acquired  so  the  school  attempts  to  set 
up  challeugmg  situations.  The  Student  Council  pro- 
Yides  an  excellent  medium  for  the  development  o^ 
character  as  pupils  are  given  an  opportunity  to  voic^ 
their  opinions  and  to  work  out  their  ideas  for  the  im- 
provement of  the  school.  Consideration  for  the  less 
fortunate  has  been  shown  by  the  usual  Christmas 
baskets  filled  for  deserving  people. 

Practically  every  home  having  pupils  in  high  or 
junior  high  oCiiOOi  na5i  oeen  viSitcd  ^j'/  groups  Oj.  t-Sitich- 
ers.  This  contact  with  the  homes  is  of  inestimable 
value  in  solving  school  problems.  The  friendly  hospi- 
tality of  the  parients  has  been  much  appreciated. 

The  High  School  gratefully  acknowledges  the  sup4 
port  and  help  of  the  Parent-Teacher  Association.  It  has 
provided  the  following  magazines:  News-Week,  Current 
History,  Scribner's,  Science  Leaflet,  American  Maga- 
zine and  Reader's  Digest.  A  new  case  of  victrola  records 
and  the  accompanying  manual  for  music  appreciation 
classes  has  also  been  bought. 

Mrs.  John  Sanborn  has  very  kindly  provided  the 
•school  with  the  Christian  Science  Monitor. 

The  aim  of  Kctrnpsleau  High  School  is  to  encourage 
its  boys  and  girls  to  become  strong  physically,  keep 
mentally,  efficient  vocationally,  helpful  socially  and 
rich  spiritually.  To  all  the  people  who  have  helped  in 
working  toward  this  goal,  the  superintendent,  school, 
board.  Mrs.  Thompson,  Miss  Thomas,  the  parents  and 
citizens,  the  teaching  staff  expresses  its  appreciation 
and  thanks.

The  report  follows: 
No.  Pupils  examined  163.
